The deeper movements of the svul, in the inmost 
workings of its thoughts, are supposed to dis- 
play themselves, like volcanoes in the «natural 
world, by 1ccasional explosions, which awe, but 
at the same time excite, the crowd of eager spec- 
tators.

They are bewildered by the shifting exhibition, 
alternately, of brilliant decds and debasing pas- 
sions, of intellectual efforts of transcendent en- 
ergy, and paradoxes of overwrought ingenuity 
and being unable to fsthom the-motive or source; 
of anomalies, they confound extravagance with 
enterprize, and the dreamsof wild ambition with 
lofty and well considered design. 


And yet, if there is anything taught us either 
by the precepts of Christianity, or the bistory of 
our race, it is, that true greatness is inseperable 
from sound morals; that the highest wisdom is 
but another name for the highest talents; that 
the genius which burns with a pure ‘and regular 
flame, throws far and wide tts benificent light,to 
guide and cheer us; while oceasionel corrusca_ 
tions serve only tu perplex and betray us, or, to 
borrow the langnage of poctry, serve but to make 
the surrounding darkness more visible. The 
calm and patient researches of Newton and 
Locke have conferred far more lasting: benefits 
on mankind, than all the achieve ments ofall the 
mere heroes and conquerors of ancicnt or mod- 


ern time. One patriot, like Epaminondas, Sci- 


|.pio or Washington, outweighs a host of Alexan- 


ders,Cwsars, and Napoleons. The fame of Jus- 
tinian, as a fortunate possessor of the imperial 
purple, would have long since faded into an al- 
most evenescent point in history, if his memora- 
ble Codes of Jurisprndenee had not secured him 
an enviable immortallity,by the instraction which 
they have imparted to the legislation ofall suc- 
ceeding times. He who has been enabled by the 
force of his talents and the example of his virtues, 
to identify his own character with the solid in- 
terests and hapyiness of his country; he who 
has lived long enough to stamp the impression
